"Blanket" Indians, among whom she 
has been doing missionary work in 
far off Oklahoma. 
Miss Bare 
has 


lived with the Indians so long that 
In many respects she resembles one. 
She was ^dressed in the Indian garb 
and her black hair hung loose around 
Her shoulders. 
At the left of the 


pulpt was a little Indian tepee 
to 


remind the audience of the scenes 
which were being described. 


Miss Bare made an eloquent appeat 


for the Indians and told of the pro- 
gress that has been made in civiliz- 
ing them and hanging them into the 


Folds of Christianity. 


She sa'Kl In part: 
"Ever since the landing of 
the 


•white man on the shores of America 
a great question has been presented 
•What shall we do with the Indians?' 


"Three theories have 
been 
ad- 


vanced. One was to seqd a large 
army against them and by flre and 
the sword exterminate them for 
in 


the opinion of many people the only 
good Indian is the dead one. 
The 


second theory was to send them far 
away from civilization, 
give them 


food and let them live and die there. 
But both these plans have failed and 
onr hope now lies in the third and 
that Is to furnish money by which 
the hand of 
sympathy 
may 
be 


stretched out to them and give them 
an educatin. 
"One of them once said 'There are 


some sood white people but many of 
them are not. They enslaved their 
own people and they would 
have 


made slaves of us if they could 
but 


they couldn't so they kill us.' The 
Indians are only, enemies 


In Times of War.- 


They are friends in times of peace. 
Legend tells us that long ago a- great 
chief landed across the great river. 
He planted his (.epees there and ex- 
cla'taed 'Alabama' 
which 
means 


'Here We Rest.' 


"One of them nairt after they

to 


place, 'it seems there is no place un- 
derneath the stars where the Indian 
may plant his foot.

But when she""was first sent 
she felt so far away from the Kiowa 
Indians that she felt like touch ,ng 
them only with a forked pole.

.she said she would go even if she 
were scalped twenty-four hours after 
landing among them. And so 
she 


began her great work there. 


"When the Great Spirit created the 


un'verse he made two seasons, win- 
ter and summer. In 
the 
summer 


there is light and joy and gladness 
Out in the winter the grass dies the 
water becomes still and there is no 
light. You are like the summer but 
the Indian is like the winter. That 
is what they tell us. 
Won't you 


share your joy with us? 


"And 
so when Mrs. Crawford went 


there she was greeted with Tin heap 
glad to see you. Some di'dn't want 
you but I want you." 


"The Indians came in 
for miles 


around. Some wanted 
to scalp her 


but she told them 
she 
was their 


friend and soon they 


Called Her Sister 


and said 'Tell us all about the Jesus- 
book soon for fear you are 
taken 


away.' And so when she dies they 
want her Imr'iHl in their cemetery.

One woman 
tried to bake bread. She cooked

but it became flat like a stone. Short- 
ly after that some one asked her if 
she cast her bread upon the water 
and she replied, 'Yes, I did my first' 
batch.' 


"Sometimes we have

had been 


burned through one of the planks. 
After removal the planks showed 
a 


charred spot the size of the open- 
ing on their Inner surface. 
It was 


then clear that, the burning of soot 
at the bottom of the chute had burn- 
ed through a plank and Ignited rub- 
bish In the cellar In which empty 
boxes were stored.
